Mayor Vance Badawey 
unveiled a network of 48 new 
tourism directional signs at 
Humberstone Hall on Monday.

Badawey said the project 
will help to keep visitors in 
Port Colborne for longer 
periods of time by making 
it easier for them to locate 
attractions. 


PARKING METERS 
REMOVED 

Port Colborne is putting 
the brakes on paid parking in 
the downtown core. During 
Monday's council meeting, 
paid parking was scrapped 
on a one-year trial basis at 
the request of the downtown 
business improvement area 
board. A maximum two-hour 
free parking restriction will be 
put in place. 

Passed without discussion 
from council, the project 
includes a 0.2% increase to 
the tax levy in 2013 to cover 
loss of parking meter revenue, 
removal of meter heads 
and installation of signage 
indicating new parking 
restrictions. 

Free parking is expected 
to be implemented "in a 
week or so” as soon as the 
new signage is in place, Dan 
Aquilina, Port Colborne's 
director of planning and 
development, said. 

The BIA has committed 
$1,000 for removal of meter 
heads and installation of 
signage, projected to cost 
$12,000, as well as $5,000 
in in-kind contributions 
for market research and 
promotion of the project.

PORT COLBORNE - With poverty 
comes a greater risk of being sick. 

Raphael, a professor of health policy and 
management at York University, who vis¬ 
ited Bridges Community Health Centre 
on Monday to kick off the first nation¬ 
wide Health Week. 

There he spoke about social inequality 
and relative poverty in Canada and how 
it affects health. 

He said it’s a fact that poor people get 
sick more often and die younger than 
wealthy people. 

“There is a direct correlation between 
income and health,” he said. 

Raphael argued that if the government 
spent more money on social assistance 


programs or taxed wealthy people more 
aggressively levels of social inequalities 
would shrink. 

“The money is there. Our economy is 
more successful than Sweden, for exam¬ 
ple, and their levels of poverty are much 
lower,” he said. 

In order to reduce poverty and increase 
good health in the country the poor need 
Ontario Works and Ontario Disability 
Support Program benefits increased and 
the middle class and working poor need 
raises or improved education and job 
training opportunities. 

Raphael said the best way to make 
those things happen is to lobby the gov- 

versation about poverty and health.

Truck slams 
into house

PORT COLBORNE — Marie 
Parks and her husband were 
out of their Port Colborne 
house last Thursday night 
when a transport truck crossed 
their front lawn and plowed 
into the front room where they 
normally sit at night 

“Someone was watching 
over me," she said, as firefight¬ 
ers, police, paramedics and 
neighbours milled around 
the scene at Main St. W. and 
Steele St. in Port Colborne just 
before 11p.m. 

Parks and her husband 
had gone to see a neighbour's 
truck shortly before the crash. 
She watched the transport 
smash into her house, where 


she has lived for the past 40 

Sgt. Stephen Dever said 
police, Niagara EMS paramed¬ 
ics and Port Colborne Fire and 
Emergency Services firefight¬ 
ers were called to the scene 
at 8:45 p.m. for the report of a 
transport truck into a house at 
the busy intersection. 

Main St. West is part of 
Hwy. 3 and transport trucks 
run down the street through¬ 
out the day and night. Steele 
Street is a busy north-south 
street in the city. 

Dever said when emer¬ 
gency services arrived, the 
cab of the transport truck was 
wedged into the front porch of 
the home.

Port Colborne fire Chief 
Tom Carwtight said the 
truck hit so hard, “it literally 
pushed the floor out of the 



the home, Dever was told 
the damage inside was 
extensive and said the hom¬ 
eowners would not be stay¬ 
ing there. 

Cartwright said the back 
wall was also pushed out of 
the house and its floor sup¬ 
ports and foundation were 
damaged. Fire prevention 
officer Mike Bendia said 
despite the truck slamming 
into the home and striking
